** Naples, Dee. 7.—Althongh Vesuvius for the I:st 
thirteen months has never ceased to pour forth streams 
of Java, its activity is now ratker increased. The e- 
ruption of the 25th of November was much greater 
than for the last fWo years. It commeméed during a 
terrible storm, amid showers of rain, ##6W, and hail, 
accompanied by a hurrican@lowing from the south, 
and violent peals of thunder. On the previous day, 
strong explosions, which excited dismay in the neigh- 
borhood, were heard in the crater. About four o’clock 
in the morning they were strongest, atid a smart shock 
of an earthquake, which was feltas far as Naples, ac- 
companied them. At the same time there rose from 
the mouth of the crater'@a immense pillar of fire, and 
a powerful stream of boiling lava rolled down the 
dark sides of the mountain with such velocity, that 
it traversed a space of more than a mile in less than 
an hour ; and being divided into two streams. arrived 
before noon ut the foot of the mountain: There it 
threatened with destruction” Torre del Grece, and 
Torre del PAnnunziata. In the latter place are ein- 
gularly situated the manufactory of gunpowder, aud 
the only foundery which ihe kingdom containe. Fors 


tunately the currents of lava grew cold as they de- 


scerded ; they lost themselves in the ravines, and 
did not touch the vineyards of the two neighboring 
commenes: * 

‘* M. De Gimbernat, Coufisellor of the Legation. of 
Bavaria, has attended to these diflerent”eruption:, 
which he saw commence on the 20th of Octeher, 1213. 
He has observed that the torrent of Java issued from 
a new fissnre, which extended itself from the é€dge o! 
the crater to a 9* of more than a hundred feet, in 
a vertical line. e breadth cf the torent of fre 


} which ravhed forth by this breach exceeded twent 
five feet, but it became a great deal larger on pe 


clivity of the mountain, where it divided itself into 
two branches ; the principal felj down a perpe udicu- 
lar precipice, forming a cascade of flame 25 {cet high 
by 20 feet broad. After this fall, the lava accumulat- 
ed in the abyss below, upon the lava which had been 
deposited there in past ogee 3 a part of it passed away 
by another precipice, and formed a seeond cascad:, . 
less steep, but more wide tham the furmer.—It wis ‘, 
then lost in the gulph beneath for above a quarter of 
ap hour, but only to burst. forth again for the third 
time; ‘and to form a cascade Of more than sixty fect in 
height, and 30 in breadth. The torrent then descend- 
ed im a direct line Jike a river on an inclined plane of - 
about a quarter of a league, and meeting a Vesuvian 
pyramid was again divided ; these subdivisions waiti- 
plied to a great number, and at length were absorbed 
in the 4 at the foot of the mountain. Since this 
eruption, the velocity and quantity of the Java have 
shed, but up to the 7th of December it contigp-. 
ed to run through the issue of the crater; the 
tion in the interior seems to continae the same, if one
